Dam Spill 


When the earthquake struck 


there was 3.6 billion gallons of 
water in the larger of the reser- 
voirs. On Dec. 14. 1963, a break 
in the Baldwin Hills Dam 20 
miles south of the valley spilled 
about 2.3 billion gallons of wa- 
ter, killing five persons and de- 
stroying 64 homes. 


"I don't think there's any 


cause for concern at this time," 
said a Water and Power Depart- 
ment executive, John Cowan. 
"We're in good shape as long as 
there's not another quake."

tearful, told jurors Tuesday that 
members of Charles Manson's 
hippie-style clan—two of them 
"stoned" on drugs—stabbed and 
srtiot the pregnant Miss Tate and 
four visitors. 


She also said she was the kill- 


er of a Malibu musician the pre- 
vious month.

Lois KJessig, child develop- 
ment specialist at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin. 


The child's early attempts 


with crayon and paper don't 
look like much and they aren't 
meant to. Befor* a child is 
able to settle down for some 
serious drawing he must ex- 
periment to see 
what a 


crayon can do. 


Skill in art isn't based on a 


child's age, it's based on his 
exposure, says Mrs. Klessig. 
Whether a child is two or 
seven, if he has never used a 
crayon 
the initial step is 


scribbling. 
T h e 
difference 


comes in low long it takes 
before the next step. The 
seven-year-old will soon put 
the crayon to use "making 


something" while the two-year- 
old will b« content to scribble 
for awhile. 


Crayon Is Toy 


Children start with uncon- 


trolled 
scribbling. 
At 
this 


•stage, the child moves his 
whole arm as he uses the 
crayon. The crayon is a toy to 
explore. 


At this time, color and 


design are not important. One 
crayon of any color and lots 
of paper are all the child 
needs. The product is not 
important, the process is. The 
child is interested 
in the 


action of scribbling not what 
he can make. The child may 
have little interest in talking 
to you about his picture, since 
it really isn't anything." 


From ' t h i s uncontrolled 


scribbling, children move into 
controlled scribbling. At this 
stage a child begins to make 


a conscious effort to control 
the tool and repeat motions. A 
series of circular shapes or 
parallel lines are often seen. 


At this time, it's good to 


introduce a variety of ma- 
terials for the child to exper- 
iment with, says Mrs. Klessig. 
The child will enjoy using 
chalk, felt tip pens, colored 
pencils, water colors and fin- 
ger paints as well*s crayons. 


Paper for the art work need 


not be expensive, many of the 
things you have around the 
house are excellent — shelf 
paper, shirt c a r d b o a r d s , 
wrapping paper, paper sacks, 
paper towels, wax paper, and 
if you're a student, computer 
print out. 


Children e n j o y pasteing. 


Some of the things you can 
give a child to paste onto 
paper are noodles, cloth and 
paper scraps, tooth 
picks, 


popcorn, magazine 
pictures 


and strings. 


Messy but Fun 


"Art" is messy, so plan 


ahead. 
Let 
the child wear 


clothes you don't mind being 
painted. If necessary, art time 
can be planned to convenient- 
ly come just before bath time. 
A low table j u s t for your 
youngster is handy. If you use 
your good table just drape it 
with oil cloth and clean up is 
a snap. 


While art supplies may be 


purchased, there are recipes 
for making some of the ma- 
terials. 


Fingerpaint ingredients in- 


clude: IVfe cups flour, 1 quart 
boiling water, 1% cups 
soap 


flakes, % tablespoon poster 
paint. 


Mix flour with cold water to 


form creamy paste. Add boil- 
ing water and cook until 


mixture becomes transparent 


, or glassy looking. Stir con- 


stantly. Let mixture cool a 
bit: 
then add soap flakes, 


stirring u n t i l evenly dis- 
tributed. Let cool and pour 
into jars. Add paint. 


To make Soap Flakes Fin- 


gerpaint put about one cup 
soap flakes in mixing bowl. 
Add water gradually, beating 
with electric mixer or egg 
beater c o n t i n u a l ly. The 
amount of water added and 
the amount of time on the 
mixer 
will 
determine the 


amount of texture of 
the 


paint. Paint needs to be about 
the consistency of stiffly beat- 
en egg whites. Add color with 
food c o l o r i n g or tempera 
paints. This must be used 
soon after it is prepared. 


With soap flakes fingerpaint 


you can paint directly onto a 
table top. A print of the 
child's design can bt- made by 
pressing paper onto the table.

Gov. Luce/ and Higher Education 


Gov, Lucey has left very little doubt 


about his hope to achieve a legislative 
review of an issue that has too long been 
•ignored by governors who shared his 
'concern about the fragmented operation 
and management of the state-supported 
system of higher education which is by 
far the most important of the taxing 
purposes of the state operations budget. 


He said during his election campaign 


that he leaned toward a centralized 
direction under a single board of regents 
of higher education. Early in his term, 
as he held public budget hearings, he 
showed that he has strong reservations 
'about 
the 
adequacy 
of the 
un- 


dergraduate teaching at the University 
of Wisconsin in Madison. That concern is 
shared by others, but the institutional 
interests involved have always thus far 


. been able to turn aside objective inquiry. 


Today there is a greater awareness of 


the reality that the University Madison 
campus is overwhelmingly involved in 
graduate 
level work. 
The state 


universities' primary 
mission 
is 


teaching undergraduates. At Madison 
the senior professor's contact with 
undergraduates is glancing, at best. The 
bulk of the teaching force for young 
students consists of part-time teaching 
assistants, graduate students them- 
selves, and some of them only two or 
three years senior to their pupils. 


In the state universities the basic 


teaching force consists of fully trained 
professors, most of them tenured. For 
many of the TA's, as they are known, 
. teaching is incidental to their own 
educational programs. -Part-time class • 
work is basically a means for the 
financing of their own graduate studies. 


The governor seems to be concerned 


that the "prestige" of the university's 


undergraduate teaching, as measured 
against that of the unrelated state 
universities, is one 'of association 
derived from 
the UW's status in 


graduate fields, that such prestige rubs 
off on the undergraduates, and that 
there is accordingly less value in an 
undergraduate degree from Oshkosh or 
Whitewater, or whatever. We fear he is 
right, and we fear also that there are 
some other irrelevancies involved in 
these invidious comparisons — the UW 
athletic program, its high powered 
publicity expenditures and other factors 
that have precisely no relation to the 
quality of a Bachelor's degree in 
English. 


But there are other reasons for an 


unblinking examination of the decen- 
tralized operations of high tax cost 
higher education. There are disturbingly 
frequent elements of conflict and 
rivalry, in funding, in work missions, in 
the creation of new academic depart- 
ments, among others. The Coordinating 
Council for Higher Education was a 
half-hearted attempt to minimize these, 
15 years ago. But by nearly unanimous 
consent, the CCHE is now regarded as a 
failure. Partly because of the blatant 
political compromise that it represented 
from the moment of its conception, it has 
been bent to accommodate institutional 
rivalries, sometimes even to the point of 
vote trading in policy deliberations. In 
space funding, in the establishment of 
salaries for teachers of equal respon- 
sibility and training, in a host of other 
factors, 
the state has 
tolerated 


discrimination in the treatment of its 
major educational institutions for too 
long. We hope Gov. Lucey pursues his 
inquiries, courageous as they are in 
historical perspective. 


Toward a Diffusion of Population 


The growing concern about "green" 


areas in urban centers has come to a 
head in Denver. The Colorado En- 
vironmental Commission has recom- 
mended that the four-county Denver 
metropolitan area be limited to a 
population of 1.5 million and that the 
suggestion be enforced by state law. 


Currently there are some 1.25 million 


people living in the area so that only 
250,000 more would be permitted to build 
or move in. The commission further 
approved of setting up a green belt of 
parks and agricultural projects 35 miles 
wide to cut off growth into the area from 
other communities. The commission 
chairman, Dr. Max Peters, dean of the 
college of engineering at the University 
of Colorado at nearby Boulder, concedes 
that "it is an idealistic concept, but it 
will get people talking." 


Even if the proposal is adopted by the 


Colorado legislature, there is the 
problem of enforcement. Dr. Peters 
flatly- says that building permits will 
have to be refused and if there are 
violations, "simply tear the buildings 
down." There are some softer recom- 
mendations stressing "encouragement 
and discouragement" from 
other 


members of the commission. This aspect 
stresses the fact that the state should 
stop trying to "sell Colorado 
and 


discourage industries from coming to 
areas •"/here population 
is 
already 


great." 


This \\holc 
concept 
has 
been 


promoted, although rather slightly so, 
by the Nixon Administration, with the 
idea of getting people to move out of the 
urban areas into the countryside. Un- 
fortunately, we suspect the political 
pressure of suburbanites, some of 


whom are the major backers of the. 
Republican party, may be having their 
effect. 


Actually the concern over the 


desecration of rural and wilderness and 
recreational areas is spreading. Ver- 
mont and Oregon have already officially 
opposed more spending for the en- 
couragement of more tourists. There has 
been some unofficial discussion of the 
matter in Door County. The hard fact is 
that too many tourists — or as is the case 
around Denver — too many residents — 
so change the atmosphere of the area 
that the original lure is gone. 


There must be a continuation of 


encouragement for industries to be set 
up out of current urban areas. There 
must be restrictions on recreational 
areas and a continued close watch upon 
the type of wilderness or recreational 
areas to be approved. 


The United States obviously is by no 


means, overcrowded, although some 
parts of it are. The stress must be on a 
diffusion of the population as well as on 
restrictions of some types of recreation- 
al and residential area. 


Undoubtedly (he Colorado proposal 


will not immediately get through the 
legislature. Governor John Love has 
carefully said that a discussion of the 
matter is a good 
thing, which is 


s>omclhing far less than enthusiastic 
endorsement. There has been little sign 
from Washington in recent weeks that 
any sort of pressure will be brought to 
bear so it seems up to individual slates 
and communities to protect themselves 
from what is certain to be contamination 
of waterways, camping sites and even 
simply overpopulalion, which will only 
add to the vanely of problems.

This is not to suggest that

It is simply 
a knack that some acquire 
faster and more easily than 
others; good teaching can 
make it pleasant, and bad 
teaching can stultify the spell- 
ing ability in almost anyone 
except those with the natural 
gift for it. 


When a child is made 


genuinely interested in a 
subject, he soon learns how to 
spell all the words associated 
with it, just as he quickly 
learns the words of a song he 
care's about. Who would dcubt 
that Edison could nttle off 
"incandescent" in his sleep?

This has to have a yes-and-no

Angina pectoris, or chest pain, 


is a common consequence when 
the heart is somewhat below

In protest, muscle tissue of

President Nixon, the wizard of 
the Ways and Means Committee 
is pondering a legislative pack- 
age that could demolish White 
House grand strategy. 


Mills is now working in the 


backstage manner of Capitol 
Hill's great legislative crafts- 
men: seeking expert counsel, 
making no commitments, con- 
sidering all ideas. If the pieces 
don't fit together, Mills' present- 
ly vague outlines will never 
surface. If they do, Mr. Nixon 
may well be preempted on the 
national welfare crisis and fi- 
nancial insolvency of the states 
— vital components in his 
reform program and his 1972 
campaign. 


For two weeks, Mills has been 


hinting that his House Ways and 
Means Committee might, as a 
substitute for Mr. Nixon's reve- 
nue sharing, have the federal 
government take over most or 
all of the grotesquely expanding 
welfare programs. What is not 
well-known is that Mills now 
contemplates combining t h i s 
takeover with a top-to-bottom 
overhaul of welfare programs 
going far beyond the President's 
proposals — an audacious initia- 
tive whose full political signifi- 
cance is only dimly realized in 
the White House today. 


Misread Mills 


Thus, the Nixon White House 


has misread Wilbur Mills twice 
in rapid succession. First, it 
incorrectly assumed Mills could 
be pressured into support of 
revenue sharing. Second, when 
Mills proclaimed his unequivo- 
cal opposition to revenue shar- 
ing, the White House incorrectly 
assumed that he and Democrats 


would be sitting targets a! 
obstructionists blocking reform. 


Instead, Mills is seeking an 


alternative, seizing the initiative 
from 
the White House. The 


vehicle is none other than the 
first bill in Mr. Nixon's reform 
program: his welfare, including 
f a m i l y assistance payments, 
which passed the house last 
year under Mills sponsorship 
but died in the senate. 


the new congress, the 


White House has been counting 
on Mills' rushing this welfare 
reform, tied to a universally 
popular S o c i a l Security in- 
crease, through the house be- 
fore spring. In this, Mr. Nixon 
may be bitterly disappointed. 
With Mills now considering the 
use of welfare reform as his 
vehicle for a revenue sharing 
substitute, there will be pres- 
sure

pressure — to disconnect the 
Social Security increase and 
?ass it immediately.

the Social Security sweetener, 
welfare reform would have hard 
going in the House. 


Take Over Welfare 


T h e alternative sweetener 


contemplated by Mills is a 
gradual federal takeover of 
ncreasingly burdensome wel- 
!are programs (where the state- 
ocal share of $7.5 billion in the 
current fiscal year climbs to 
>9.7 billion next year and ever 
upward in future years). 


But Mills would not counte- 


nance a federal takeover, in 
whole or part, of the sloppy 
congeries of state welfare pro- 
grams that have so outraged 
middle-class America. Rather, 
taking over the financing and 
administering of welfare would 
require a top-to-bottom overhaul 
with stringent tightening up of 
eligibility requirements. 


Such a program would eman- 


cipate New York, California, 
and other big states doomed to 
perpetual fiscal calamity be-' 
cause of rising welfare burdens. 
But, 
contrary to White House 


contentions, its appeal is not 
limited to big Northern states. 
Rather, many Southern Demo- 
crats view it as a politically 
palatable alternative to Nixon 
revenue sharing.
